Owners of power boats in Stockton 
met last week in the Stockton Cham- 
ber of Commerce to consider plans for 
a boat regatta to be held there in 


September. The regatta would be 
similar to that staged recently on the 
Sacramento river and would be open 
to boat owners on all waters in Cen- 
tral California. | 

Young couples contemplating sud- 
den matrimony have just two weeks 
and two days more in which they may 
marry in haste—in California. For 
cu July 29 the new and so-called “gin 
marriage law” goes into effect, and 
after that date any abrupt matrimonial 
inclination will have to wait three 
days before it may be fulfilled. 

The assessed valuation of property 
in Merced county is set at approxi- 
mately $32,000,000, a net gain in as- 
sessed valuation of almost $1,750,000 
according to the tax rolls of F. A. 
Robinson, county assessor. Building 
and improvement on farms and in in- 
dustries are largely responsible for 
the increase. 

Plans and specifications for Wood- 
land’s new $400,000 hotel, will be 
ready next week, according to W. H. 
Weeks, San Francisco architect. The 
building will be a four-story, rein- 
forced concrete structure, containing 
fifteen stores, a coffee shop, banquet 
rooms and seventy-five guest rooms, 
each with bath. 

The United States Forest Service 
has established a crew of fifty-five 
men on the Robinson Flat road into 
the French Meadows, Placer County. 
Twelve thousand dollars has been set 
aside for the completion of the job, 
which will open up a great hunting 
and fishing ground whith has been 
restricted to only the more venture- 
some sportsmen in the past. The for- 
est service has offered to complete 
the old Emigrant Gap road into the 
Meadows at this time if the super- 
visors will deposit $1,500 to insure 
completion. 

California’s mineral production in 
1926 is placed at $456,408,000 in a re- 
port just issued by State Minerologist 
Lloyd L. Root. This figure represents 
an increase of $24,000,000 over the 
1925 production, which likewise show- 
ed an advance over the output of the 
year before that. The marked in- 
crease in 1926 is credited principally 
to the petroleum output which, though 
8,000,000 barrels less in actual quan- 
tity, had a greater value by $25,000,- 
000 due to price advances which be- 
came effective last March and contin- 


ued throughout the remainder of the} 


year. The petroleum production last 
year is placed at 224,335,000 barrels, 
having a worth of $355,000,000. 

The bark Star of India, once the 


pride of seven seas, Was towed into 
San Diego harbor last week destined 
to become a marine museum. The Star 
of India was built in 1863 in Ramsey, 
England, and for years her masts bent 
peneath trade winds the world over. 
For the last five years she has been 
idle in the harbor of phantom ships 
near San Francisco. Purchased a 
year ago by James Coffroth the vessel 
was donated to the San Diego Zoo- 
logical Society as a marine museum 
and was towed down from San Fran- 
cisco. In addition to being a marine 
museum the Star of India will be used 
as an armory and nautical training 
station for the local naval reserve 
unit. 

Jamestown, 4 little city nestled in 
the Tuolumne County hills, prominent 
in the “gold rush” days of California, 
last week,

000. The National Hotel and Fores- 
ters Hall, two of the main buildings 
of the city, were destroyed. The origin 
of the fire, which started in the hall, 
is not known. 

As a move to trap drivers of over- 
loaded trucks who have been trying to 
evade the load-limit provisions of the 
motor vehicle law, patrols of State 
traffic officers will be placed on duty 
on the highways from midnight to 
daylight. This plan by Frank G. 
Snook, chief of the State Division of 
Motor Vehicles, was promoted by in- 
formation received from the five truck- 
weighing squads that many truck 
drivers use the early morning hours to 
escape detection. More than two hua- 
dred arrests for overloading have been 
made. 

Plans of James P. Sweeney, San 
Francisco, to serve the city of Santa 
Cruz and surrounding territory with 
a domestic water supply taken from 
the San Lorenzo river were disclosed 
with the filing with the State division 
of water rights of application for a 
$700,000 water and power project.

In order to cooperate and to further 
the attendance in the day schools, the 
specialist in adult education continued, 


the director of community schools 
(evening schools) and her corps of 
five whole-time assistants each work 


with the county welfare officer one 
dav a week investigating absences of 
pupils. During the first year that this 
plan was in operation (1924-25) the 
average percentage of attendance in 
the day schools in Buncombe County 
was raised from 68 to 86. 

So firmly is County Superintendent 
Reynolds convinced of the everlasting 
good that comes from adult education 
that he says: “Education is for every- 
body, whether he be 8 or 80 years old. 
With this idea as the big objective in 
the educational policies of the county, 
the board of education has incorporat- 
ed the adult schools in the regular 
county system and provides for adults 
the same privileges and opportunities 
that are provided for children in the 
day schools.” 

Out of this cooperation, Mr. Alder- 
man concluded, has come a new co- 
ordinating county school plan. The 
community school director, Mrs. E. C. 
Morriss, is now rural supervisor of the 
elementary schools of Buncombe 
County. The county is divided into 
six districts with a community worker, 
now serving also as assistant supervisor 
of elementary day schools, in each dis- 
trict. These workers, cooperating with 
the schools of their respective districts, 
are expected to keep in touch with 
all matters of health, sanitation, juve- 
nile delinquency, and community wel- 
fare problems and report them to a 
central organization every week.

A combined 
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Throwing of Cigarettes 
From Machines Must Stop 


Moved by the increasingly large num- 
ber of grain, brush and forest fires all 
over the state, Governor C. C. Young 
today instructed Frank G. Snook, chief 
of the Division of Motor Vehicles, to 
order all state traffic officers to give 
special attention to the enforcement of 
the law prohibiting the throwing of 
lighted matches, cigars and cigarettes 
from moving vehicles. 

Reports received by the forestry de- 
partment and motor vehicle division in- 
dicate that a number of disastrous fires 
have started in this manner, particularly 
in the grain districts and dry foothill 
country. The law makes it a 
meanor to 
vehicles. 

“We are particularly anxious,’ Gov- 
ernor Young said in his instruction, “to 
reduce fires of this kind to a minimum 
since they are entirely avoidable and 
generally due to carelessness.” 

Snook issued a special plea to the 
motoring public in connection with his 
order to the officers, asking that motor- 
ists refrain from the practice. 

“Tf you must smoke, equip your car 
with some sort of receptacle for lighted 
cigars and cigarettes,” he urged. “You 
may thus avoid a heavy loss for some-

Lucretius Far Ahead 
of Minds of His Time 

Lucretius was an illustrious poet 
but he did not believe his service to 
the world should stop with the pen- 
ning of a lilting measure. The great 
Italian frequently turned from his 
muse to speak a word for science, and 
since in his day (he was born 95 B. 
C.) mental slavery and intolerance 
predominated in his native land, he 
acquired many enemies. 

In some of his scientific works he 
discussed the porosity of matter, as- 
sertained that light travels faster than 
sound and asserted that heat is mo- 
tion and the concussion of atoms. He 
demonstrated that echoes are the re 
flection of sound waves from hard up- 
right surfaces and not the voices of 
fauns and satyrs. 

He showed that the causes and 
spread of diseases were to be attribu- 
ted to air and contact rather then to 
the vengeance of angry gods. He 
taught that all things are made of in- 
dividual atoms and that the mind is 
influenced by the body in its well-be- 
ing, sickness, intoxication and dan- 
ger. 

In one of his poems can be read 
with no distortion the doctrine of the 
survival of the fittest. But these pro- 
found propositions of the poet-philoso- 
pher were too much for the compre- 
hension and acceptance of his con- 
temporaries and lay dormant until 
caught up by European thought cen- 
turies later—Kansas City Times. 


Relics Recall Early 
Days of Golden West 


A gold pen that was used by Gen. 
George A. Custer to write the first ac- 
count of the discovery of gold in the 
Black hills is in the possession of the 
city of Chicago, witha number of other 
relics on exhibition there, The pen 
was presented by Custer to Col. W. F. 
Cody, “Buffalo Bill,” who later pre- 
sented it to Mrs. Michael Russell of 
Deadwood. 

Among other valuable relics in the 
Russell collection are a highly deco 
rated buckskin coat and a rim-fire re- 
volyer that was carried by “Wild 
Bill’ Hickok. The coat was given to 
“Buffalo Bill” by a squaw on the Pine 
Ridge reservation, and was worn by 
the famous scout during the European 
tours of his Wild West show when he 
appeared before many kings and 
queens, Other articles listed are the 
ox yoke used on the first ‘‘bull team” 


that came to the Black hills, a buffalo | 


skull picked up on Custer’s trail in 
the hills in 1874, and a hatband worn 
by Sitting Bull.

Fruit Said to Bear 
Mark of Eve’s Teeth 

A fruit supposed to bear the marks 
of Eve’s teeth is one of the botanica! 
curiosities of Ceylon. tree on 
which it grows is known by the sig- 
nificant name of “The Forbidden 
Fruit,” or “Eve’s Apple Tree.” 

The blossom is said to have a very 
pleasant scent, but the really remark- 
able feature of the tree, the one to 
which it owes its name, is the fruit. 
Tt is beautiful and hangs from the tree 
in a peculiar manner. Orange on the 
outside and a deep crimson within, 
each fruit has the appearance of hav- 
ing had a piece bitten out of it. This 
fact, together with its poisonous qual- 
ity, led the Mohammedans to represent 
it as the forbidden fruit of the Garden 
of Eden and to warn man against its 
noxious properties. 

The mark on the fruit is attributed 
to Eve. Why the bite of Adam did 
not also leave its mark is not ex- 
plained, but as only one piece seems 
to be missing, its loss is ascribed to 
the woman.

Appeal to Epicurus 

If Epicurus could return to earthly 
life today he would be somewhat sur- 
prised to hear name as an ad- 
jective applied to persons and things 
sensual. Impartial history represents 
the habits of this Athenian philoso- 
* and his followers as exceedingly 
ral and temperate. 

The members of his communal 
school of “Epicureanism” were mostly 
poor, but being greatly attached to 
one another, they, in times of scarcity, 
contributed to each other’s support. 
Epicurus himself began his philosophi- 
cal career when he was thirteen years 
old. At that time, upon hearing a 
verse of Hesoid wherein all things are 
said to come from Chaos, he asked: 
“And whence came Chaos?” His 
teachers referred him to philosphy 
and to philosophy he did apply. 

He sought instruction from many 
masters, but none could give the youth 
any solid conviction. He thus founded 
his own school of thinking and tried 
to teach the world by precept that 
they who live simply have no fear of 
poverty and are better able to enjoy 
the pleasures of life. He was the first 
to make philosophy a basis of morals, 
yet, ironically enough, his fame is the 
perverted one of a sensualist.—IXan- 
sas City Star.

Scientists Use Rats 
in Study of Heredity 


In the study of heredity rats have 
proved most valuable, writes H. C. 
Davis, in Popular Science Monthly. 
To observe four human generations 
would require the better part of a cen- 
tury. In two years, rats have told the 
same story, for the laws of heredity 
governing the rat family are funda- 
mentally the same as those governing 
buman life. 

Recently laboratory rats have helped 
show how science can exterminate 
their plague-carrying dock and alley 
kin. A bacterial culture, known as 
“ratinin,” has been discovered that 
kills rats, but does not harm humans 
or domestic animals. Placed on bait. 
it spreads an epidemic among the ro- 
dents. 

Raised in spotlessly clean surround- 
ings, his hours of sleeping, eating and 
exerec g as carefully regulated as a 
baby’s, the rat that goes to college is 
an aristocrat. He enters a university 
in the pink of condition for any rest. 
“Preparatory schools,” such as Wis- 
tar institute, graduate “standardized” 
rats each one so like the rest in body 
and health that one testing laboratory 
can compare its results directly with 
another’s.
